REVIEW OF NEW BOOKS.
Tbavels anh Adventukks in the Territory

of Alaska, 15y Frederick Whymper. Pub-liehe- d

by Harper & Brothers. Philadelphia

Up to the time of the purchase of Russian

America by Mr. Seward it was practically an
unknown country, and the most contradictory
opinions prevailed as to tins value of oar acqui-

sition. All the reports, surreys, books of
travel, encyclop:elias, and other sources of
information were ransacked for the purpose
of throwing light on the subject; but the ter-

ritory is so far removed from the centres of
civilization, and has been so little vie'.tSu py
Ihose who nave the ability or disposition to
give a satisfactory account of its topography,
climate, minerals, resources, and people, that
Tre know very little more about it new than
we did when Mr. Seward's bargain was con-

firmed by the Senate, and the territory form-

ally annexed to the United States. Any nt

of Alaska, however meagre, by an in-

telligent observer, is of valu; and the volume
before na 13 interesting, as being the reoord

of reoent travel, and as giving ns an idea of

the portion of the territory visited as it is at
the present time.

Mr. Whymper Is a modal travelling Briton,
and describing himself as "having, like a
good proportion of my countrymen, a little
eoperfluouB energy, which was lying fallow"

for which he devoutly thanks God he de-

termined, in 18o'2, to visit the 1'aciHo coast,
and particularly British Columbia. His
travels led him to Russian Auierioa, and he
explored for a considerable portion of its
length, the river Yucon, the great stream
running west to empty into Behring
Sea, and dividing the territory into two
very nearly equal portions. In 18G5,

after the acquisition of Russian America
by the United States, he volunteered
to accompany, in the capacity of artist, the ex-

pedition sent out by the Western Union Tele- -

commence the exploration

tet a proposed overland telegraph, which, by
means of a cable via Bearing Straits, was to
unite the Old and the New World; and in this
volume he gives the result of his obser-

vations.
Mr. Whymper gives a lively description

of the country, and its aboriginal inhabitants,
and in summing up th results of his observa-
tions, he comes to the conclusion that Russian
America 1b not likely to prove a bad bargain
to the United States. A map of the territory,
and one enlarged of the Yucon river, are
given, and the work is illustrated by a large
number of excellent sketches of scenery,
people, eto., made by the author on the spot.

The author of this work is a spiritualist,

and looks to spiritualism for the regeneration
of the world. Spiritualism is, he considers, a
growth founded ou the virtue
of charity: its present form and manifesta-

tions are but the beginning, but he looks for-

ward to the time when men will be so far ad-

vanced that they will be able to discard the
artificial restraints of our present social sys-

tem, and the charity "that suffereth long and
is kind" will be the ruling influence en earth.

Dr. Childs announces as the basis of his creed
the doctrine that "whatever is is right," and
if we understand the treatise before ns he
concurs in the Brahuiinical belief that God is
everything and everything is- - God. Evil he
considers as a manifestation of God, and as
necessary for man's perfect spiritual develop-
ment; and if the author in reduoing his belief
from general principles to particulars becomes
involved in contradictions and mystifications,
he is no woree off than many others who have
attempted to solve the same enigma. The
treatise is written in an earnest aud devout
Christian spirit that entitles it to the respectful
consideration of those who maydiil'er with the
author.
